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Christ Cimrch Gate, Canterbury, is the main entrance 
of tiie Cathedral precincts. It is a beautiful soecimen of 
Perpendicular work, and, as evidenced by >he date carved 
on it, was erected in the year 1517 by Goldstone. The 
visitor, passing beneath the arch, is confronted by the 
south-west Porch, the principal entrance of the Cathedral. 
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
